Was a Noisy Event 


The eleven Wrangell men who 
were initiated into the Elks at 
Ketchikan Friday night had the 
time of their lives. To tell all 
that they did, or rather all that 
was done to them, would be 
rather too shocking to put into 
print. However, the Bills did 
not leave all the fun behind 
Upon their arrival here they 
pulled a few stunts that would 
rank with those of a regularly 
organized circus. 

Elks everywhere look upon the 
newlyweds of their herd as de- 
serving of special attention. And 
no one has heard Mr. and Mrs. 
Ernest Campbell complain of hav- 
ing been neglected at Ketchikan 
or on their homeward voyage 
from the First City. 

When the Alameda arrived on 
Saturday afternoon almost the en- 
tire populace was at the dock. 
As the steamer sailed into port 
the music aboard, bdéth vocal and 
instrumental was sufficient indi- 
cation of the gay spirits of the 
fun loving passengers, a goodly 
number of whom happened to be 
Elks, 

Ernest Campbell was dressed 
up in stripes as a convict and 
handcuffed. An improvised cell 
was unloaded from the steamer 
and placed on Harry McCor- 
mack’s auto truck. Ernest was 
then led down the gangplank and 
placed in thecell. The bride was 
escorted from the boat and given 
aseat beside the driver of the 
truck. The couple were then 
driven to the Campbell residence 
with a procession of Elks and 
small boys marching behind. 
Tin cans, triangles, drums and 
trumpets were among the articles 
employed in making a storm of 
inharmonious sounds.

Industrial War 
On In England; 
Million Men Out 


LONDON — Rioting on the 
streets of London in which two 
olicemen and several civilians 
were injured, ushered in the first 
day of England’s great coal 
miners’ strike Monday. 

More tnau 1,000,000 miners are 
idle, Britain’s coal industry is at 
a standstill and the nation is 
fearfully facing industral chaos 
unequaled even in the gloomiest 
days of the world war. Pessi- 
mism is felt everywhere despite 
Premier David Lloyd George’s 
promise that everything will 
be done to keep the vital indus- 
tries operating. 


Walter J. Larson Invents 
Piston Cooling Device 
For Gas Engines 


Walter J. Larson of Wrangell, 
who two years ago obtained a 
patent on a fish trap, has recently 
invented a piston-cooling device 
for internal-combustion engines. 

Mr. Larson’s invention com- 
prises an improvement in water 
cooled pistons with a supply of 
cooling water. While the inven- 
tion is described as using water 
for cooling purposes, any suitable 
fluid may beused. Theinvention 
may also be used with many types 
of engines and it is not the inten- 
tion of the inventor to limit its 
application to any particular type. 

The object of the invention is 
to provide a piston-cooling device 
of few parts, and one which will 
eliminate excessive vibration and 
leakage.

FAMOUS PALACE AND JAIL 


Historic Tower of London Easily 
“Most Ancient and Most Poetic 
Pile in Europe.” 

Palace and prison, once noted also 
fo. its menagerie and its pageantry, 
birthplace and death house of mon- 
archs, scene of hairbreadth escapes 
and reputed hidden treasures, ghostly 
in its memories of tortures and killing 
and sacred for Its martyrs, the Tower 
of London amply warrants description 
as the “most ancient and most poetic 
pile in Europe,” reads a bulletin of 

the National Geographic society. 

William the Conqueror gave Lon- 
don a charter, but built the White 
tower to show the people how little 
that charter might mean, Like the 
English constitution the rambling Lon- 
don Tower of today is a product of 
centuries, and not one, but many tow- 
ers, are now scattered over some 18 
acres. The site had been a fortress 
since Roman times, 

To the Middle Tower Elizabeth 
came back a queen five years after 
her jealous half sister, Mary, had kept 
her there a prisoner. The humpbacked 
Richard III hired three assassins to 
muder his nephews in Bloody tower. 
Not until years later were thelr bones 
found and taken to Westminster abbey. 

Lady Jane Grey, she who “had the 
birth of a princess, the life of a saint, 
and the death of a malefactor,” was 
beheaded in London tower, 





Fraudulent Old Clocks. 

The brass lantern clocks of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries have 
made a strong appeal to collectors, 
and this fact has led to the manufac- 
ture of replicas of the old clocks. 
When these are sold frankly as rep- 
licas, there is nothing to be sald 
against such a practice; but, unfor- 
tunately, the matter does not stop here 
and too often the attempt is made to 
palm off an imitation as a genuine 
old clock. Famous makers’ names are 
added and various expedients adopted 
to make the new clock pass myster as 
an old one. Such frauds are deplora- 
ble from every point of view, and the 
ignorance of many collectors makes 
success possible. Every one, it is ob- 
vious, cannot possess a genuine old 
clock, It would be well if this fact 
were faced, and the clocks bought 
simply as reproductions, by all those 
who are not In a position to make 
reasonably sure that they are really 
purchasing a genuine old English 
clock.—Christian Science Monitor, 


Quackery Sometimes Effective. 

“Faith and foolishness will cure any 
disease,” says the cynic, and judging 
by some Instances of miraculous whole- 
sale cures, there seems to be some 
ground for the assertion. 

There is the historical episode of the 
prince of Orange, for Instance, who 
during one of his campaigns, cured 
those of his soldiers who were dying 
of the scurvy by a piece of quackery. 

With his doctors, who were In the 
secret, he said he had procured a med- 
icine—really a decoction of camomile, 
wormwood and camphor—of the great- 
est rarity and value from the East. It 
was so strong that two or three drops 
would impart a healing virtue to a gal- 
lon of water. The men took the medi- 
cine with faith und cheerful faces, and, 
so historians tell us, grew well rapidly,

headquarters at Wrangell, have 
received notice that they will be 
transferred to another field after 
the first of November. 

This news comes as a keen dis- 
appointment, not only to the peo- 
ple of Wrangell, but of all South- 
eastern Alaska. As a supervisor 
of the Native work Adjutant Car- 
ruthers has been most successful. 
During the two years that he has 
been making the rounds of the 
Native villages he has accom- 
plished a great deal of good, and 
has come to be regarded by the 
Native officers as their friend and 


| counsellor. 


The Salvation Army work will 
be continued in Wrangell, but the 
new workers will not have super- 
vision over any other corps. Re- 
cently the Northern territory was 
redistricted. The new North Pa- 
cific district embraces Northern 
British Columbia, Alaska and the 
Yukon, with headquarters at 
Ketchikan. 

The Carruthers do not know 
yet to what field they will be sent, 
but wherever they go, they will 
carry with them the deep regard 
and well wishes of the people of 
Southeastern Alaska in general 
and of Wrangell in particular. 


Alaska is tavored with numerous 
deep water harbors open the year 
round with comparatively smooth 
water and is advantageously located 
with reference to shipments to the 
Orient, South America and Aus- 
tralia. 


The largest run of caribou ever 
seen in the North recently went 
through the Forty-Mile country ac- 
cording to a report received by the 
Governor from Game Warden 
Protzman of Fairbanks. Hestates 
that the hills around Eagle and 
Forty-Mile were black with the 
moving animals. Estimates of the 
number run as high as a million, 
but the game warden believes this 
number an exaggeration.

Norway House, Man.,—Foxes 
are reported by trappers and Indi- 
ans as unusually plentiful through- 
out the Canadian north, 

There are eight kinds of foxes 
taken in Canada for their tur. These 
are silver, black, red, kit, cross, 
blue and white foxes. 

Despite the inroads made by 
trappers, the race of foxes seems 
in no danger of being wiped out. 
North America furnishes annually 
an average of 200, 000 red fox skins, 
50,000 gray fox, 5,000 silver and 
black fox, 15,000 cross fox and 
6,000 blue fox.

I turn 
at last as if to go, and as I move he 
bursts forth with the most heathenish 
ery that ever clattered from an anli- 
mal throat. If it resembles anything, 
it is the trench klaxon that warns of 
an impending gas attack—a series of 
staccato shrieks which would shake 
the teeth from a band saw. I don't 
see how he can stand the nolse he 
makes, Arm a rabbit with the voice 
of a gnu and lions will slink from his 
path. 

Reaching the bars of his Inclosure 
in three or four astounding leaps, the 
gnu halts, with head averted and feet 
wide apart, ignoring me literally. 
When I move to right or left he re 
mains motionless until 15 feet are be- 
tween us; then he closes the distance 
with a bound, shrieks terribly twice 
or thrice, and once more affects to be 
utterly oblivious of my presence.
